Shortly after the re­ 
pairs to the street were made, the 
present law, relieving boroughs 
or 
responsibility for Improving sta'e 
highway streets turned over to the 
state, came into existence. 
This law, however, did not relieve 
boroughs where such improvements 
had been made prior to the passage 
of the act, it was said. 
East Berlin 
has been 
receiving 
statements for the work from the 
state for some time past, but took 
no action toward paying the bill. 
The state is now assuming a more 
aggressive attitude, and the sum­ 
mons on Mr. March followed.

TO AID JOBLESS 


State Motor Clubs To 
Fight Bill In Extra 
Session Of The 
Legislature 


WANT FUNDS TO 
BUILD HIGHWAYS 


Insisting that funds intended for 
construction and manltenance of 
good roads shall not be turned into 
other channels, the Pennsylvania 
Motor Federation announced today 
that it will oppose any move in the 
present session of the legislature to 
divert highway monies to other uses. 
Among the measures the federation 
will fight is house bill No. 52, which 
calls for appropriating $30,000,000 
from the motor license fund to the 
department of welfare for state aid 
to certain communities. 
“Organized motordom is in favor 
of unemployment relief and will do 
all it eun in that direction,” said C. 
A. Butler, president of the local mo­ 
tor club, “but diverting motor tax 
funds for other than highway pur­ 
poses. such as welfare uses Is not 
aiding, but rather tending to create 
more unemployment. 
Under such 
procedure, monies paid in my mo­ 
torists for highway construction and 
maintenance would go to welfare 
agencies for distribution and every 
dollar thus diverted would mean 
that much less available for roads 
and for employment in highway and 
street building industries. 
This is 
contrary to good public policy. 
To Oppe*e Move 
“It is quite natural that some poll- I 
ticlans and legislators, casting about' 
for ways and means of making ends 
meet in government, find the pro- ' 
position 
of 
appropriating 
motor 
funds to general uses much to their 
liking,” Mr. Bixler continued.

cense fees and gasoline taxes, how­ 
ever, were devised primarily for the 
construction and maintenance of 
highways and are particularly suited

Cleveland, July 9 (AP).-—Locked in 
a pen with an ordinarily docile Rus­ 
sian brown bear, Thomas Earl, 56, 
was torn to death Friday a few min­ 
utes after he was dismissed as an 
animal keeper at the Brookside Zoo. 
Earl liad gone into the pen with 
breakfast of raw meat, bread and 
carrots for Sunshine, a 900-pound 
beast named for his usual even 
temper. 
The keeper attempted to force

him with the other. 
Rescuer Finds Door Locked 
Edward 
Hagan, 
tender of the 
lions and tigers, saw what was hap­ 
pening and ran to the gate of the 
pen, but found the steel door locked. 
“Earl must have reached outside the 
pen and locked the doors,” Hagan 
said. Hagan screamed for help and 
futilely tried to prod the bear away 
with an iron bar. Sunshine dragged 
his victim away from the bars. 
As Earl’s screams grew weaker, 
other workers poked at the animal 
with rakes, but in vain. Then two 
deputies each fired five times with 
.38 caliber 
revolvers, 
killing 
the 
bear. Coroner A. J. Pearse later 
found two bullets which would have 
caused death struck Earl, but the 
victim was already dead. 
Capt. Curley Wilson, zoo super­ 
intendent, said he discharged Earl 
because “he got kind of smart.”

Individual re ­ 
quests directed to the departm ent 
of highways, bureau of publicity 
and inform ation, H arrisburg, will re­ 
ceive prom pt attention. 
Map Superior 
The eighth annual issue of the 
m ap is designed along the sam e 
basic lines as previous Issues but is 
considered superior in appearance 
and readability. The new map shows 
im portant changes in route num ­ 
bers 
which 
were* completed 
this 
month. Maps of Pennsylvania cities 
on the reverse of the large m ap aid 
motorists in keeping on their routes 
while the enlarged maps show the 
m etropolitan areas of Philadelphia 
and Pittsburgh, affording easy ac­ 
cess to congested districts and locat­ 
ing 
m any 
suburban 
centers 
not 
shown on the state m ap for lack of 
space. 
Three colors were used in pro­ 
ducing the tourist map. 
The old 
state highway system is shown in 
red. with route num bers in shields

which are m arked on the roadside 
by keystones. Connecting roads are 
shown in blue, as are the nam es of 
towns. A notable improvement, this 
year, is the prom inent location of 
m ountain ranges w hich have been 
made more accessible through im ­ 
provement of the rural road system.

miles, repre­ 
sented an outlay of approxim ately

In 1930, the last year of 
the previous adm inistration, air ex­ 
penditure of $85,000,000 built only 
1300 miles 
and 
financed m ainte­ 
nance of a 13.000-mtIe system. 
"M ost im portant of the three m a­ 
jor Items which comprised Pennsyl­ 
vania's construction

Home Conditions 
The small town of Turku, where 
I saw daylight first, is situated in the 
southw estern part oi the country, 
on the coast, and on the banks of 
the river Aurajoki’s mouth. 
This 
town was formerly the capital of 
the country, here the first. Finns 
were baptized earljf in the 12th cen­ 
tury. 
In my home town is an old 
castle which was built in the 13th 
century, a cathedral from the year 
1300, and the town itself celebrated 
a couple of years ago its 700th anni­ 
versary. Turku Is called the cradle 
of Finnish culture. 
T he 
histories of centuries lies 
asleep in the parks and peaceful 
back-streets of this little town. On 
Sundays, the church bells call the 
people 
to worship. 
But on week­ 
days life goes on. 
In the harbour 
are steam ers whose cargoes come 
from Brazil, Chile, the States, from 
the countries along the High Seas 
and 
the 
M editerranean, 
and 
so 
forth. The town lives its m odern 
life, it is true, but there is always 
the stam p of its old history all over. 
My Early Childhood 
In this little town I was born and 
grew up. My father w*as a carpenter, 
prom inent in his trade, spiritually 
and intellectually a full-w eight m an. 
but not very strong from a bodily 
point of view. 
So he died fairly 
young, 50 years old. 
He was a true 
believer, and took me w ith him 
when I was a little boy every S un­ 
day with him to church. 
Everyone 
who 
remem oers 
his 
childhood knows, how 
frightfully 
tedious it was to sit for two hours 
in church on a lovely Sunday m orn­ 
ing. and to know Chat all th e other 
boys were out playing. 
He was in 
other respects as well a severe m an. 
The slightest fault would procure 
you a good thrashing 
I am of th e 
opinion th a t I was brought up in 
far too hard a school. 
My m other was when young e x ­ 
trem ely fleet of foot, and even now' 
th a t she is 60 years old. she is very 
quick a t her work. 
We have a l­ 
ways found some difficulty in u n ­ 
derstanding one another. 
F or in ­ 
stance, in those days when I had 
the fad to eat only vegetables, there 
were often w’ords between irs. 
Nor 
could she in those days m anage to 
swallow th a t I went to take - a swim 
with a boy of my own age early in 
the spring among the melding ice I 
could not stand and onl.v look on. 
when others dived u n d er the ice­ 
floes. 
But otherwise we (agreed, and 
we still agree very well. M other has 
grown used to see her boy do a th ­ 
letics “like mad," and /.he takes his 
wet clothes and hang?: them up In 
her kitchen to dry. 
Present Home Life 
It is about 30 years since my late 
father bought a flat in a wooden 
house at Jarrum iebenkatu (B rakes­ 
m an street), and we still own the 
house. 
To begin w ith, we had only 
one room, kitchen, bedroom and sit­ 
ting room all in one. 
Only 8 years 
ago we added one other room. 
We 
have all m odem com forts sufficient 
for us, but we do without the tele­ 
phone. 
But we have som ething for 
which the dwellers in the large 
cities long in vain; our windows to 
the south open on an open space 
with trees and birds singing. 
We often have athletes and others 
calling in our home, w'hen they are 
on their way through the town. 
They have probably been disap- 


There are no people moving about, 
a solitary cat may stray along with 
careful steps. The yards all around 
are very tidy, and the whole sur­ 
rounding simply shines of cleanli­ 
ness, the like of which one would 
search for in vain in American 
towns. 
Entering by the gate, you 
come to an open place some 150 x 
200 yards, surrounded by gardens. 
If a stranger should happen to 
come there in the summer, he would 
be surprised. The place is so peace­ 
ful and lovely.

On the last door of the long build­ 
ing he will find a nam e-plate on 
which Ls stam ped in old-fashioned 
letters "J. F Nurm i”. The door Is 
locked, but it is opened to strangers. 
The visitor will get a cup of coffee, 
and he will be able to talk with us. 
But he will not get any photograph; 
th a t is also my m other’s opinion. 
In the last years I have tried to 
induce m other and my sisters to 
move Into more com fortable quar­ 
ters. But 
they 
have 
not 
been 
willing so we still rem ain in the old 
home. The house is very quiet now' 
th a t my brother no longer boxes. 
At one time he was so keen on his 
athletic form th at he filled up our 
little room completely. 
I had hop­ 
ed he would have had an exception­ 
ally fine career, but he did not suc­ 
ceed. 
He is first class both physi­ 
cally and mentally, but he lacks the 
necessary interest and fancy.

therefore he rem ains unknown.

Widow Of Young McReynoIds 
Said Her Mind Was Blank 
For Three Days

Many companies have maintained and even 
increased their earnings by consistent news­ 
paper advertising, the American Newspaper 
Publishers’ association said today in an­ 
nouncing the results of a survey by its 
bureau of advertising. 
One automobile concern which increased 
its newspaper budget 33 per cent, the bureau 
announced, showed a 40 per cent increase in 
earnings during 1931. 
A manufacturer of 
electrical refrigerators spent $200,000 last 
year in newspaper space, and dollar sales for 
the year were 460 per cent of sales in 1930. 
Of four leading tobacco manufacturers 
who increased newspaper space in 1931, 
three showed an increase in earnings and one 
a slight decline from the high net of a year 
preceding. Aggregate expenditures of these 
four companies in newspaper advertising 
were increased from $20,000,000 in 1930 to 
$26,000,000 in 1931, and aggregate earnings 
increased from $105,200,000 to $111,300,000. 
On the other hand, the bureau said that 
four tobacco companies which decreased 
their aggregate investment in newspaper 
space in 1931 showed a 45 per cent decline in 
combined net earnings. 
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
